Nine suspended in the ‘pits’

Nine Northern Essex students were 
suspended for three days following the 
combined efforts of campus security, 
Dean of Students Churchill Stafford, and 
the Haverhill police Friday, March 10. 


The NECC students lost the right to 
attend classes and participate in athletic 
events because of violation of the drinking 
on campus policy. It states that alcohol on 
campus is strictly forbidden, unless it is 
served ata school function where it can be 
controlled, such as a mixer or field day. 


_ The students were found in the “pit” 
parking lot when Stafford and police 
arrived on the scene; the police blocked 
both exits from the lot, with three cruisers 
and seven men. 


Dean Stafford informed all students 
that they would receive a letter notifying 
them of suspension, which was met by 
protest from the students. Many com- 
plained that no harm was being done to 
anyone by their actions, and that many of 
them had not been drinking. Some 


students requested breathalizer tests, but 
Stafford refused on the grounds that they

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suspended. The difference being that 
alcohol in their presence was the only 
reason needed for suspension - they did 
not have to be drunk. 

Stafford then stated that if they felt 


strongly enough, they were all entitled to 
file a grievance within ten days to appeal 
the action taken. It is not known at this 
time whether any students were planning 
on filing. 

The campus security notified Dean 
Stafford that the students were in the 


parking lot, and Stafford in turn called the 
Haverhill police, who came out of 
courtesy to the college. Representing the 
police were Sergeant Robert Dinsmore, 
and Officers Joseph Simone and Norman 


Raymond. 

Stafford notified the police after other 
attempts by the campus security to catch 
and break up other parties held in two or 
three various parts of campus, were 
thwarted because of inadequate man- 
power. 

Because it was a definite violation of 
school rules, Stafford said, ‘‘Next time Tl 
really have to lay it on them. Next time 
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presented by 28 area hospitals, at the March 3, Health Career Day. 


304 positions gained 


Dick Pastor, director of the Placement 
and Career Services Office, said, “304 full 
time positions have been gained by NECC 
Aecony since the office’s inception last 

y.” 


Pastor's goal is to provide students with 
sufficient career and employment infor- 
mation to understand the implications of 
educational and vocational decisions. 


The office will assist graduating 
students in obtaining information con- 
cerning job oppotrunities in line with their 
academic preparation, interests, capabili- 
ties, and career goals. 


Various companies, organizations, and 
agencies inform this office of specific 
employment opportunities for immediate 
or future job vacancies, 

Pastor checks the basic data sheets of 


students registered with the placement 
office and sends notices of job openings to 
people who have expressed interest in 
that specific field. 


Each month employers come to the 
school to interview students for available 
employment. A list is posted outside the 
placement and career office indicating 
employers scheduled. 


Four CETA guards fired 


College 


Secure?

NECC - Four security guards hired for 
the CETA-sponsored “Project Secure” 
have been dismissed in the wake of a 
Haverhill police department investigation 
revealing some persons providing security 
on campus were convicted felons. 

CETA officials and police confirmed 
four of 16 persons hired for the security 
project were released for failure to 
perform duties. 

A state police source confirmed one 
person still employed is the subject of an 
on-going investigation into the trafficking 
of illegal drugs, including heroin. 

The source told the OBSERVER, the 
individual in question, is still involved in 
the sale of heroin. 

Haverhill Police Chief Daniel M. Fasulo 
said he was “astounded” when he viewed a 
list of CETA personnel providing security. 
Haverhill police conducted an investiga- 
tion into the theft of $6,000 in audio-visual 
equipment from the college last month, 
including a review of all security persons 
assigned to Northern Essex. 


“From day one, they (college admini- 
strators) should have checked with us. I 
was astounded to see some of the people 
hired to provide security,” Fasulo said. 

In a 10-point memorandum released 
March 16, George Capron, coordinator of 
Project Secure, said, “CETA Headquart- 
ers recruited the individuals; I interview- 
ed them.” 

Capron stated, of the 16 worker/train- 
ees originally hired, none were ‘officially 
checked-out’ by Haverhill police. 

Melvin Silberberg, CETA projects 
director at NECC confirmed four CETA 
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Pastor said, “I encourage each and 
every student who is thinking of being 
employed within the year to make an 
individual appointment with me.” 


He continued;Any student may receive 
individual assistance in deciding employ- 
ment objectives, identifying potential 
employers, and discussing career related 
matters by making an appointment.” 


Pastor said workshops are also 
scheduled periodically. The workshops 
are: career drop in, resume writing, 
interviewing techniques, and job search 
techniques. Discussion centers around the 
ins and outs of the job interview, how to 
prepare for one, participation in work- 
shops and what happens after an 
interview.

personnel were released from duty, but 
would not say the dismissals were 
job-related. However, Sharon Ruocco, 
division manager of Haverhill CETA said 
the official reason was “non-performance 
of ascribed duties.” 

Chief Fasulo said the Haverhill Police 
were not once asked to _ provide 
background checks on security guards 
hired for Northern Essex. 

After theft of $6,000 worth of 
audio-visual equipment last month, Fasulo 
took it upon himself to arrange a meeting 
with President John Dimitry and John 
Peroini, continuing education dean. 

After acquiring a list of college CETA 
personnel, Fasulo said Det. David E. Hall 
was assigned to review the college 
security system. Recommendations from 
Hall resulted in termination of some 
positions. 


“We made the recommendation for 
tighter security, including the eradication 
of people considered security risks,” said 
Fasulo. 


Another Haverhill police officer said 
one of the criteria for CETA programs, is 
that participants be on probation. But he 
felt the rule should not apply to police and 
security jobs. 

CETA rules also state felons do not 
have to list evidence of conviction if more 
than five years have passed since 
sentencing. Yet, police still feel felons 
should not be given any security jobs, no 
matter what the time span. ~

That is the story that 
would remain on my desk to be read when 
even I cannot believe the dumb mistake I 
have made - those times when I ask 
myself, “‘Whatever made you think you 
could write anyway?” 

From what I can gather by listening 
closely while appearing not to be 
listening, most writers have days when it 
is absolutely impossible to write a simple 
club notice without a mistake, type 
anything legibly, spell anyone’s name 
correctly. 

There are times for all writers when 
those flashes of inspiration just do not 
come, but the. AMA does not have a 

‘monopoly on being a_ self-policing 
organization.

Duberstein said patients come to the 
Center for an array of problems the most 
popular being smoking “and weight 
problems. But patients also seek counsel- 
ing for varied ‘phobias such as 
agraphobia (anxiety attacks) or sexual 
dysfunctions. Hypnosis can be used in any 
situation, Duberstein said. : 

He stressed that one must deal with 
each person as a unique individual. The 
same technique is not used to bring 
patients under, as each problem is 
different, Duberstein said. 

Hypnosis involves passing“ messages 
into the subconscious, said Duberstein. 
Since the body and mind act as one unit, 
the mind controls.

Bomb plan ? 


A bomb threat forced a full evacuation 
of the classroom building October 12. 
Several college administrators were 
quoted by the OBSERVER as being “very 
concerned” that NECC did not have an 
evacuation plan. It was also noted at the 
time that NECC also had no evacuation 
plan for handicapped persons. 


The OBSERVER reported that a follow 
up study and “full responsibility” for an 
emergency evacuation plan and .proce- 
dures has been given to John Palmucci, 
Dean of Administration. 

Dean Palmucei sent one memo to 
several college officials on October 13 
otfering his “cooperation in developing an 
evacuation plan”. Apparently that is as far 
as the college’s resolve and feeling of 
responsibility for its students, faculty, and 
staff went. 


Last week Palmucci hedged when an 
OBSERVER editor asked him about the 
plan. He finally said he still had to check 
with three or four others who were 
“working on” it. 

One of the people Palmucci named, 
however, was Rubin Russell, director of 
handicapped services. Russell said there 
never was a plan,and he received one me- 
mo from Palmucci about developing a 
plan, and it was never mentioned again 
until last week - the same day the editor 
phoned Palmucci. 


The time for toying with non-existant 
ideas is over. More than 3,000 students 
attend classes at NECC every week, day 
and night. It is time the college stopped 
playing with our lives and formulate, post, 
and publicise a real plan. Palmucci’s 
procrastination may well turn into 
NECC’s disaster.

Teachers cure ‘unnatural

Members of the department of communi- 
eations at Northern Essex Community 
College (NECC) voted Wednesday to 
restrict part time teachers in the 
department to teaching English Composi- 
tion exclusively. 

George Bailey, department chairman, 
said, “Teachers in this department have 
gotten themselves into an unnatural 
position where they are accepting three 
sections of Composition.” 

In the Fall of 1974 only one member of 
the department taught three sections of 
Composition. “The situation has become 
commonplace this spring, he said, 
“Virtually every member of the depart- 
ment is teaching three sections of 
composition.”

Plants need lovin

A plant grown uncomfortable in its 
container will begin growing at a slower 
rate; Older foliage yellows, and newer 
foliage grows in discolored or distorted. 
The soil of such a plant will be constantly 
dry, no matter how often it is watered. The 
roots may push outward through the soil 
surface or probe downwards through 
drainage holes. 


There are three common types of 
houseplants: Foliage, flowering, and 
cacti/succulents. Cacti/succulents need 
more sun and less water than foliage and 
flower. 


Always purchase plants from pro- 
fessionals who grow and sell plants, 
nothing else. Healthy, greem leaves are 
the first thing to look for. Don’t ever pick 
plants with any holes in the leaves, or 
ravelled edges, or leaves conspicuously 
missing. Don’t take plants into wintry 
weather - it will shock the plant, no matter 
how hardy.

Repotting Cacti 

Cacti should only be repotted no more 
than once every two years, and then, only 
if they exhibit signs of cramping. Use a 
clay pot for cacti and be careful not to 
damage the roots. After potting, give the 
cactus no water for the first two weeks in 
its new container. Put cacti into direct 
sunlight as soon as the transfer is 
complete. 


Repotting 
When repotting a plant, move up only 
one pot size at a time. Never jump ahead 
by several pot sizes. A plant potted in an 
over-large container will keep over: Soil 
may become waterlogged, as the plant 
will not need all the water the container 
can hold. * 
Containers 
Clay and hard plastic pots are the best 
and most versatile. Never use a soft 
plastic container for house plants. Never 
buy any pot unless it has drainage holes to 
allow excess water to drain out.

Never pot a plant in unpastuerized soil. 
Unpastuerized soil contains insect eggs or 
larva, disease spores, bacteria, animal 
wastes and other nameless effulvia. Do no 
use it. Pastuerized soil has been cleansed 
of harmful impurities. 

Fertilizers 

House plants need regular applications 
of a fertilizer, or plant food, during their 
growing seasons (consult any good plant 
book for a schedule of growing seasons). 
Nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium are 
the three elements of prime importance 
for house plants. A complete fertilizer is 
any plant food having a_ balanced 
percentage of these three elements. Their 
presence in a preparation is indicated by a 
prominent listing of the three percentages 
on the container, such as 5-10-5 or 
15-39-15. 

Nitrogen 

The first percentage figure represents 
nitrogen. Nitrogen is essential to the 
healthy growth of stem and leaves. It is 
also an element of chlorophyll, the 


° care 
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substance that gives distinctive greenish 
hue. An insufficient supply of nitrogen will 
cause leaves to turn yellow, or brown and 
fall off. 

Phosphorus 

Phosphorus is always second on the list 
of percentages. It helps a plant produce 
strong, well-shaped roots and stems. A 
phosphorus deficiency will stop a plant 
from growing. 

Potassium 

Potassium is always represented by the 
third percentage figure listed on a plant 
food bottle. It gives the plant vigor, 
strengthens its stem and encourages the 
development of foliage. Leaves with 
severe tip burns and plants shedding 
leaves from the base upwards indicate 
insufficient potassium. Nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium are the most 
important nutrients a plant needs.

The rooms of the Kimball Tavern were 
furnished as close to authenticity as 
possible to correspond with the posses- 
sions listed in inventories of 1797 and

1822. Research was done by Howard W. 
Curtis and Ann F. Armstrong. Many of the 
items that were used in the dramatization 
were loaned or purchased through the 
generosity of friends. 

The re-enactment script was taken from 
the original minutes as recorded in the 
book of the clerk of the proprietors. 

Because of the small quarters where 
the re-enactment was held, a video tape 
was used to record the meeting. The video 
tape was shown on Tuesday March 7 at 
the First Church of Christ in Bradford 
Mass.
